The Bureau’s Response to Your Request 

We are writing to respond to your request. After a thorough search of our records, we are unable 
to locate records responsive to your request. I, Natasha Alcantara, BOEM FOIA Officer, am 
responsible for this denial. 


Fee Category & Charge 

We classified you as a representative of the news media. The Bureau charges requesters in this 
category duplication costs exceeding 100 pages (or an equivalent volume) and does not charge 
for search or review costs. See 43 C.F.R. § 2.37(g). Because you incurred no billable costs for 
this request, there is no processing charge to you. 
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Appeal Rights and Mediation Services 


You may appeal this response to the Department’s FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer. If you 
choose to appeal, the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer must receive your FOIA appeal no 
later than 90 workdays from the date of this letter. Please note that appeals arriving or 
delivered after 5 pm Eastern Time, Monday through Friday, will be deemed received on the 
next workday. 

Your appeal must be made in writing. You may submit your appeal and accompanying 
materials to the FOIA/PA Appeals Officer by mail, courier service, fax, or email. All 
communications concerning your appeal should be clearly marked with the words: 
“FREEDOM OF INFORMATION APPEAL.” You must include an explanation of why you 
believe BOEM’s response is in error. You must also include with your appeal copies of all 
correspondence between you and BOEM concerning your FOIA request, including your 
original FOIA request and BOEM’s response. Failure to include with your appeal all 
correspondence between you and BOEM will result in the Department’s rejection of your 
appeal, unless the FOIA/PA Appeals Officer determines (in her sole discretion) that good 
cause exists to accept the defective appeal.
